Report That He Is Investigating 


Through Secret Agents. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The house yes- 


terday adopted the conference report on 
the Cuban resolutions by a voto of 244 to 
27, and passed the river and harbor bill 
under suspension of the rules, after a 
lively debate of forty minutes, by a vote 
of 216 to 40. The report on the Cuban res- 
olutions had been debated Friday and 
Saturday. 
Eighteen Republicans and 


nine Democrats voted against the report. 
After the most determined opposition of 
those opposed to the recognition of the 
insurgents in the senate and house there 
wore but ten more votes against the re- 
port than against the original resolutions. 
The former vote was 263 to 17. By it&ao- 
tion the house agreed, to the senate reso- 
lutions, and disposes of the Cuban ques- 
tion for the present. 


"WASHINGTON-, April 8.—Ii is reported on 


apparently good authority that President 
Cleveland has taken steps to inform him- 
self as to the exact condition of affairs in 
Cuba, and has sent secret agents to the 
island to ascertain vahether the claims of 
the insurgents as to their establishment of 
a government and their military progress 
are true. It is said that the president de- 
sires to supplement the consular reports 
by the reports of special agents aa to cer- 
tain phases of the situation. 


The concurrent resolutions were deliv- 


ered to Private Secretary Thurber yester- 
day by Mr. Platt, one of the executive 
clerks of the senate. Later in the day 
they were sent to the state department, as 
the law requires that such resolutions 
shall be printed in the book of laws an- 
nually published by the-department. 


Secretary OIney was closeted with "the 


president for several hoars yesterday, and 
it is given out that they were engaged on 
a special message on the Cuban question. 
It will give the information demanded by 
the inquiry resolution of Senator Hoar, 
and will probably contain a defense of the 
president's position in regard to the Cu- 
ban rebellion. 


Representative McCreary, of Kentucky, 


who was chairman of the foreign affairs 
committee of the house in the Fifty-sec- 
ond anjOnEfty-third congresses, speaking 
to an Associated Press reporter as to the 
probable action of the president on the 
Cuban resolutions, said: 


"Mr. Cleveland throughout his public 


career has shown a disposition to investi- 
gate for himself all important public ques- 
tions. While I have no doubt that he will 
show great respect for the expression of 
the senate and house of representatives in 
favor of the recognition of the Cuban in- 
surgents as belligerents, after all that was 
simply an expression—it is true by an 
overwhelming majority, of the representa- 
tives of the people, but action and respon- 
sibility are for him. 


"I have no doubt he has put himself in 


a position to secure accurate information 
as to the true condition.of affairs. He has 
ample means at his disposal for such an 
investigation, and that such an investiga- 
tion will be made or is now in progress I 
entertain no sort of doubt. Unon its re- 
sult, taken in connection with the ex- 
pressed opinion of congress, he will act." 


Asked as to whether he believed that 


Mr. Cleveland had sent an agent to Cuba 
Mr. McCreary declined to commit him- 
self. When shown the report to this ef- 
fect he said: "That may be simply a guess. 
No authority is given, and such a mission 
would, of course, be secret."

MAIL ROBBER NABBED.

«Stole V aluable Packages W hile Kmployed 
as a PostofHce Clerk, 


N ew Y ork, April 8.—-Bocoming em­ 
boldened by tho successful theft of a bushel 
of forolgn stamps from tho packages 
which in tho course of his duties ho han­ 
dled as a olork in tho second division of 
tho foreign mail department in tho gen­ 
eral postoillco of this city, Timothy C. 
Mahoney developed into a crafty rogue of 
more valuable things. Tho contents of 
the paokages which came into his 4ands 
he soon discovered paid him better, and 
oould be appropriated with as much oaso 
as tho stamps on the outsido which had 
carried them from all parts of tho world. 
By his method Mahoney plundered a thou­ 
sand or more incoming and outgoing 
packages before Chief Postoillco Inspoctor 
John E. Asho and his ‘assistants suo- 
ceedcd in discovering his modus operand!.

Wood for Resisting Fires. 


A report from Oonsal Robertson on 


the free port system of Hambarg, just 
published by the State Department, 
contains the carious item of informa- 
tion that in the great new warehouses 
constructed in the German port wood 
is being substituted for iion to secure 
better protection against fire. These 
buildings were originally provided 
with iron beans and girJers, but when 
one of them was burned some years 
ago it was found that the irou had 
been fo bent and twisted by the heat 
as to become a source of great danger 
to the adjoining structures. "In all 
the warehouses, therefore, which have 
since been built," observes Mr. Eobert- 
son, "it has been deemed a-lvisable to 
substitute WDO.I for iroa as much as 
possible." Probably a heavy wooden 
beam, imbedded in borne non-conduct- 
ing material that would exclude the 
air, would be as nearly iireproof as 
anything except brick or itone. it 
might be charred on the outside, but 
the interior would probably remain 
sound in any ordinary beat. It is a 
curious speculation to imagine what 
would have happened if the present 
method of construction in Chicago had 
been in vo#ue before the great fire. 
A twenty-Sve-story, Eteel-cage build- 
ing warping into a corkscrew and bor- 
ing a hole in the sky would be a spec- 
tacle worth going miles to see.

Too Mary Horse Hides. 


The hide of the horse has always 


been valuable for making ladies' fine 
shoes and thongs for belt-lacing. 
It 


is much finer than the hide of the 
beef, and when split makes a very fine 
and soft leather. A few years ago the 
market could not get enough of them. 
That was in the days when a horse 
was a horse, and worth something, 
before the electric motor drove him 
from the street car service. 
As high 


as $5 was paid for a good hide, and it 
was a very poor one that would not 
bring $2.50. But as the horse got 
cheaper and the advocate of horseflesh 
as food was reinforced by the butcher 
who could palm it off for beef, things 
slowly began to change. Prices went 
down steadily, until now it takes a 
No. 1 hide to bring §1.50. while ten- 
ones go for fifty cents and the poorer 
ones ure thrown away. The consump- 
tion of horseflesh in Europe, partic- 
ularly in Paris, seems to have in- 
creased wonderfully, judging from the 
heavy importation of hides to this 
country, while in this country it is 
said there is not a large city where 
the horse is not slaughtered for the 
market and sold either openly or 
secretly. The meat-canning establish- 
ments are also credited with using a 
great many broken-dowa animals. 
Thus, while the beef hide market has 
its fluctuations and days of glut and 
scarcity, the horse hide market is 
completely stagnated, and there does 
not eeem to be any possible hope for 
a revival of it.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


Elephants Killed for Ivory. 


One-fifth of the world's commerce 


in ivory comes to Great Britain, and 
it will astonish most people to learn 
that; 15,000 elephants have to be killed 
every year to keep our markets sup- 
plied with the precious substance. 
Altogether, to keep the whole world 
in ivory—apart from fossil tusks—75,- 
000 elephants are slaughtered annu- 
ally. 


Afiica is the great ivory country, 


and in the Congo basin, the best hunt- 
ing ground there are supposed to be 
about 200,003 elephants, worth alto- 
gether about half a million sterling. 
The average weight of ivory obtained 
fiom a single elephant is about fifty 
pounds. Tasks weighing about a hun- 
dred pounds each hava been procured, 
but this is very rare. 


The most expensive tusks are ?bosa 


used in the manufacture of billiard 
balls; they cost, as a rule, $550 a 
hundred-weight. 


Ivory dust and shavings are used by 


confectioners to stiffen the more ex- 
pensive kinds of jellies. 
The scrap- 


pings are often burnt and made into 
a paint known as "ivory black," worth 
about $100 a ton. 


The hardest of all ivory is that ob- 


tained from the hippopotamus. It 
will emit sparks like a piece of flint 
when struck with steel, and is princi 
pally used in making artificial teeth 
—Answers. 


Derivation of Whiskers. 


The word whiskers is derived from 


whisk, and the Anglo-Saxon wisch, 
which means a slight brash. Lew tban 
a century ago the expression was un- 
heard of the whiskers as well as the 
mustache being spoken of as part of 
the beard. It was only when the latter 
was divided, and the trne whiskers dis- 
appeared as well, that their name was 
changed to the mutton chop part of 
the beard left on the cheek.

of them were wounded, and all were 
dusty and half dead with fatigue. 


About two weeks after this I x^acked 
up some of my clothing aud other 
property and quietly slipped out of 
{he town, armed with a letter of intro­ 
duction from my father to Colonel 
William Prescott. 
At this time I wras 
25 years of age and very strong and 
active. 


To explain directly my service with 
General Washington, I m ust come 
down to that glorious day, June 17, 
1775,and the fight on Breed’s Hill, 
bow called tho battle of Bunker Hill. 
We worked hard the night before and 
continued throwing up defences in the 
morning right under fire of the man-of- 
war Falcon in the stream 
below. 
When, at last, almost 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, the British troops started 
Up the hill all was finished. 
Colonel 
Prescott had aj^pointed me*» lieuten­ 
ant, and I had command of a squad of 
men in the redoubt. 
As the attacking 
party came in shot of the work/! they 
began to fire, and we had great diffi­ 
culty in preventing our men from 
doing the same. 
One or two excited 
Americans did fire aud many more 
brought their guns down to take aim. 
Without thinking of the consequences 
I jumped up on tho parapet and ran 
along kicking up the guns and thus 
prevented their discharge. 
I forgot 
all about the enemy, but they were 
brought forcibly to my mind as I 
jumped down, for a bullet struck tho 
silver handle of my sword. 
My na:ae 
was engraved on the sword-hilt, and I 
found that the ball had cut oil* the last 
three letters, leaving it “ Nathaniel 
Cush----- I paid no attention to 
this then, but it afterwards did me a 
good turn. This was the act for wrhich 
Colonel Prescott saw fit to promote me 
to the i osition of captain and later 
recommended me to General Washing­ 
ton. 
When tho latter took command 
of the army he houored me with a 
place on his stall’. 
The rest of the 
battle is a matter of familiar history 
now, so I need speak no further about 
it. 
And now, haying explained my 
posit ion, I will go on with my stjry. 


When I presented myself at the 
headquarters of General Washington 
on the afternoon of January 8 he 
greeted me pleasantly and immediately 
stated what he desired me to do. 
“ There is »some danger ii} the trip I 
wish you to take, captain,” ho said, 
“ but with your usual careful and in­ 
telligent work I think you need have 
no trouble. 
Take a boat tonight, 
which I will have ready with sufficient 
men at the water’s edge, oft* le tte r ’s 
Hill, Dorchester Neck, and go across 
to Boston. 
I have you go from there 
because no enemy wi»I be expected 
from tlmt side. 
Go around the South 


American army when it became known. 
The soldiers celebrated Feb. 22,1776, 
in honor of General Washington, it 
being his first birthday anniversary 
while with the army. 
The men were 
greatly amused to hear ‘that the Brit­ 
ish had 
unintentionally done the 
same. 
This celebration was in the 
form of a grand ball, the most impor­ 
tant and last of the season in the 
Province House, called the Queen’s 
ball. 


I kept to tho right,by the Old South 
Meeting House, and then crossed over 
and went up School street to Trea- 
mount, 
Here I found the Perkins 
house without trouble and, going cau­ 
tiously to the rear, knocked on the 
door. 
It was opened by a middle- 
aged man, who said softly before I had 
time to speak: “ Oh, it’s you,captain, 
is it? 
Come in here. 
Don’t make 
any noise.” Istepped.iuside the porch, 
and he left me, but soon came back 
with a small paper packet. 
“ Here 
are the papers,” lie said in a whisper; 
“now get out of Boston as soon as 
you can. h 
< <But I was told to look 


around a little,” I answered. 
“ If you 
stay here after 10 you will be captured, 
for General Gage has issued orders 
for the arrest of anyone found in the 
streets after 10 o’clock without a pass 
from him,” said the man, whom I now 
know 
was 
Samuel Perkins. 
“ All 
right, ” I replied, “ I ’ll get away by 
that time. 
Good 
night.” 
“ Good 
night and good luck to you,” he whis­ 
pered back, and then, after putting 
the papers in an inside pocket, I left 
him and went out on the street. 


After thinking the matter over I 
had come to the conclusion that tho 
best place to overhear conversation 
relating to tho condition of the town 
would be in the riding school the Brit­ 
ish officers had established in the Old 
South Meeting House. 
So, when I 
reached this place, I entered boldly 
with the other spectators and -went 
upstairs to the balcony. 
Seeing a 
vacant seat behind several officers, I 
sat down there without disturbing 
them. 
They were watching the riders 
below, who were then raciug their 
horses around the floor and jumping 
them over a bar fixed just in front of 
the pulpit and discussing the merits 
of various men. 
This did not interest 
mo, but I listened more attentively 
when one asked, “ Are you going to 
the i)erformaiice in Faneuil hall next 
Monday, Frank?” 
“ What’s that?” 
“ Why, General Burgoyne’s play, ‘The 
Blockade of Boston. * 
All the officers 
in the town will be there, and most of 
those at the works in Charlestown 
will come over.” 
This bit of informa­ 
tion was of use to the, American cause 
when I made it known.

A phor* time before 10 the specta­ 
tors ^egan to leave the church. 
As 
tho Oilicers in front of me arose, one 
of them turned around and gave a 
surprised start. 
Without 
looking 
straight at him, I could see that ho 
was eyeing mo sharply, and I know 
at once that he must have seen me 
somowhere before. 
To give him the 
impression that I was an acquaintance 
whom he had met in tho town, I looked 
up and bowed with a “ Good evening, 
lieutenant.” 
He returned my bow, 
saying, “ Pardon me, but will you 
please tell me who you are?” 
“I am 
a citizen of Bostou,” I answfered. The 
lieutenant looked at me, as if trying 
to remember where we had met, and 
then it flashed across my mind why 
his face seemed so familiar to mo. 
When tho British came over the re­ 
doubt on the third charge at Bunker 
Hill I had a personal encounter with 
an officcr whom I afterwards heard 
was Lieutenant John Barry,who came 
over on the Cerberus with General 
Clinton in May, 1775. 
He had a rep­ 
utation of sincerely hating everything 
Americau, and this was the man who 
now stood before me. 
Our duel on 
the hill was short,but very sharp, and 
ended in my wounding him. 
As he 
fell and I joined the retreat he called 
out, “ I ’ll kill you on sight for this if 
we ever meet again!” 
You m aybe 
sure I was not in a comfortable frame 
of mind at this recollection. 
I saw 
that if he remembered me something 
desperate would have to be done and 
so looked around quickly for some 
chance to escape. 
Only ten feet away 
was a heavy door, 
standing open, 
which led to the belfry above. I knew 
this had bolts on the other side and 
resolved to take chances in that direc­ 
tion. 


When I told the lieutenant I was a 
citizen, the other officers drew around 
and asked my name. 
I was about to 
give a fictitious name when Barry cried 
out, 
“ Seize that man! 
He fought 
against us at Bunker Hill!” 
I struck 
out with both fists to make an opening 
and knocked down two of the officers. 
In an instant I was through the door 
aud had it locked on the inside. 
My 
purpose was to cut off the bell rope 
and \ise that to escape with while the 
door was being broken open,but when 
I went upstairs I found a coil of roj^e, 
so I took that instead. 


I opened a belfry window and, after 
fastening the rope, slid gown on the 
roof belo\V. 
Here I cut off the rope 
with my dagger as high as I could 
reach aud left the end hanging, run-' 
ning along the roof to the rear with 
the rest. I fastened the rope to a pro­ 
jection and, crawling over the edge, 
slid to the ground without the least 
trouble. 
Hanning up towards the 
front of the church I dropped one of 
my gloves, which I had worn up to this 
time, in Milk street and the other 
around the corner on Marlborough 
street. I did this to give pursuers the 
idea that I had gone towards the com­ 
mon, as that was the most likely place 
for a man to try to escape to the o]}- 
posite shore. 
This ruse, as I subse­ 
quently learned from a deserter, worked 
perfectly. 
The gloves were of an un­ 
usual color and having been noticed 
by tho officers in the church were rec­ 
ognized w’hen 
found. 
Lieutenant 
Barry was so anxious to capture me 
himself that he neglected to have the 
guards warned to be on the watch, 
and this was another thing in my 
favor. 


After dropping my gloves I ran 
through a lane below the church to 
Water street. 
I intended to -work my 
way down to the boat from there, but, 
after eluding several guards, I. found 
myself in King street by the Town 
House, called tho State House after 
the war. 
Here I was startled by a 
cry of “ Halt! 
Who goes there?” 
I 
was just getting ready to run when an 
answer came from in front of tho 
building, 
“ Citizen, 
with a 
pass.” 
“ Come here and show it,” ordered the 
guard. 
As you may know, the Town 
House is set right in the middle of 
King street with an oi)en space all 
around it. 
I went around in this 
space to a position where I could see 
the two men without being seen by 
them. 
The guard looked at the pass, 
3aid “all right” and then, giving it 
back, went up Queen street out of 
hight. 
I watched the citizen while he 
stood still, with a bundle on the ground 
at his feet, carefully folding the paper 
up, and the idea came into my head 
that I could use that pass. 
He was 
facing me, so I ran around the building 
to the other side. 
The man was just 
putting the pass in his pocket as I 
came in sight again. 
I never liked to 
hit a man from behind, but this was a 
cuso of necessity, and so I struck him 
hard, just behind the right ear, with 
my fist. 
He fell with hardly a sound, 
and I quickly tied his feet with his 
belt and his hands behind him with 
the rope from the bundle he had been 
carrying. 
Iu the bundle I found a 
piece of cloth, among other thing#, 
and tied this over the man’s mouth to 
keep him from making any noise when 
he recovered. 
Then I secured the 
pass and placed him and his bundle in 
the deep doorway of the Town House. 


1 decided to go at once to the boat, 


using the pas* to get by any guards I 
should meet. 
At the first lamp iu the 
street I stopped to read the pass.

rau as follows: 
Head Quarters,Boston,3rd Jan. ,1776. 


Tho bearer, Nath’l Cushman, citi- 
zen, has His Excellency tho Com- 
mander-in-Chief’s permission to go 
about inside the advanced lines at any 
time between the hours of 10 and 12 
tonight.

To all concerned. 


I smiled as I thought how near 
Nathaniel Cushman was to my name 
and after putting tho paper away 
started on. 
At Water street I wfas 
challenged by a guard and showed 
him the pass, which ho took under a 
light to read. 
“ Are you Nathaniel 
Cushman?” he asked. 
I answered 
“ Yes.” 
Ho didn’t seem to bo satis­ 
fied, but said, “ How do I lcuow you 
are? 
Can you prove it?” 
I had a 
habit of standing with the weight of 
my body on my right foot and my left 
hand on the hilt of my sword. 
As I 
stood trying to think of some plan of 
actiou I assumed this position and one 
finger came in contact with the dent 
mad* by the bullet at Bunker Hill. 
“ Yefr*~ T replied, “here is my name 
ongrVreil here,’ and I drew my sword, 
“ except that part of it has been 
rubbed out by a rebel bullet.” 
He 
read the words on the handle, “ Nathan­ 
iel Cush—-—” and then thought a mo­ 
ment, while I stood with the rapier in 
my right hand. 
Then he said, “I 
suppose you’re all right. 
Go along.” 
He never knew it, but these words 
saved his life, for I was all ready to 
run him through if he decided to ar­ 
rest me or call for help. 
I jjroceeded 
on my way, while the guard went up 
Water street, and soon came near 
where my boat was. 
I was congratu­ 
lating myself on my escape, when I 
heard the sound of a man rui 
along the street behind me. 
I sup­ 
posed that the guard had changed 
his mind and was pursuing me, so I 
started to run. 
Up to this time the 
sky had been cloudy, but now, as I 
was running by a field, the moon came 
out brightly. 
I looked back and was 
astonished to see that my pursuer was 
none other than Lieutenant Barry. 
I 
thought our little affair might as well 
be settled now as any time and so 
turned into the field. 
I drew my 
sword and stood on guard waiting for 
my enemy. 
He came up panting and 
seemed to be delighted to find me 
ready to fight. 


He came at me savagely, and as soon 
as our swords met, with a feint and a 
quick, strong turn of the wrist the 
Frenchman had taught me, I sent his 
weapon flying through the air, saying 
at the same time, “I noticed you were 
out of breath, lieutenant. 
We will go 
on when you are in better condition.” 
He glared at me and went slowly to 
pick up his sword. 
We came together 
again, but this time he was more care­ 
ful. 
We fought for some time and 
finding he was equal to me in English 
fencing I tried a little French. 
I had 
it dagger in my left hand, but had not 
used it up to this time. Now I lowered 
my sword, leaving my guard wide 
open. He thrust straight at my heart, 
as I expected he would, aud I turned 
his weapon out with my dagger. 
I 
meant to kill him then, but my action 
was so unexpected that he lost his bal­ 
ance and fell, his sword leaving his 
hand and falling some distance away. 
I could see by the expression on his 
face that he expected to die then, but 
I waited for him to rise. 
When he 
did so lie made no attempt to regain 
his rapier, but asked, bluntly, “ What’s 
your name?” 
“ Captain Nathaniel 
Cushing,” I replied, “aide-de-camp to 
General George Washington, 
com- 
mauder-in-chief of the Continental 
army.” 
“ Well, captain,you’re a gen­ 
tlemen, and I ’d like to shake hands 
with you,” and he did so. 
“ Now,” 
he continued, •“! can’t fight with a 
man who has spared my life twice, so 
I ’ll not bother you any more if you 
are willing to let matters drop.” 
I 
gladly agreed to this,and the lieuten­ 
ant went back the way ho had come, 
while I went to the boat. I nover saw 
Barry again, but heard from a pris­ 
oner the next winter that he was killed 
in the battle at Brooklyn, Long Island, 
on Aug. 27 of the same year. 


The information furnished by the 
papers of Samuel Perkins was valu­ 
able. 
In the packet was a map copied 
from tho plan made by Lieutenant 
Page, an engineer of the British army, 
in 1775. 
This included the town of 
Boston and all the intrenchments and 
fortifications of tho English army, 
It 
showed General Washington so much 
that he planned an assault on the town 
to be made by crossing over on the 
ice from lioxbury and Cambridge in 
the latter part of February. 
This 
plan was disapproved by the field offi­ 
cers in council of w^ir, and so the gen­ 
eral reluctantly abandoned it. 
In it*; 
X^lace he began to make jn-eparations 
to fortify Dorchester Heights and 
Noddle’s island and successfully car­ 
ried his pluus out, as is woll known to 
everybody now.

Woodpeckers ftud Thclr Waya. 


Woodpeckers as a class form one of 
the most striking and easily distin­ 
guished groups of 
birds, the entirt 
family conforming to a certain type to 
a remarkable degree. 
Probably each 
of the three hundred species could be 
safely described as a vigorous, muscu­ 
lar, heavy-bodied 
bird, 
with 
long 
wings, close fitting 
plumage, and a 
strong, stiletto-shaped beak. 
Their 
legs and feet, like those of the par­ 
rots, cuckoos, ctc., formerly placed in 
the same order; are short and stout, 
with the outer toe turned backward 
parallel with the hind toe as an aid 
In climbing. 
In certain species, how­ 
ever. this outer toe is entirely wanting. 
Their peculiar method of gaining a 
livelihood has developed a tongue per­ 
fectly adapted to their requirements; 
It is pointed and barbed at the tip for 
securing the larger insects, and 
is 
kept constantly coated with a mucous 
substance to which the smaller ones 
adhere. At the back of the mouth it 
divides, and passing each side of neck 
at the base of the skull is carried up 
over the top of the head, where the 
two portions join and are inserted in 
the right nostril. 
In 
the common 
hairy woodpecker, and possibly some 
others, it curves downward, and 
is 
wound about the bony case which pro­ 
tects the right eye, the latter project­ 
ing more than the left for its accom­ 
modation. 
This double bow enables 
the bird to shoot upward and contract 
the barbed tip with wonderful velocity, 
while the mucus is applied each time 
from two large glands at each side of 
the throat.—Appleton's Popular Sci­ 
ence Monthly for July.

Amateur photographers are often so 
Bituated that they must mount their 
own prints or leave them scattered 
about exposed to the danger of getting 
lost, torn or disfigured. The proper 
paste for mounting them is supposed 
to be unobtainable, save through ex­ 
pert hands, and for this reason many 
valuable and interesting 
prints 
are 
wasted. The very best paste for mount­ 
ing prints is made from ordinary laun­ 
dry etarch, not the sort that comes in 
packages and 
is 
recommended 
for 
glossing, but the common kind. Put a 
heaping teaspoonful of this in a tin 
vessel, pour on a very little cold water 
to dissolve it, then add water enough 
to make it quite thin. Have ready a 
(ittle boiling water, then stir this into 
the starch paste until tho mixture first 
grows milky-looking, then transparent 
and thick. Allow this to stand until 
It is cool and use at once as a paste 
for mounting prints. 
Apply with a 
rather thin, flat brush. Do not use any 
more than is required to coat the paper, 
and be specially careful to leave no 
lumps or puddles on the surface, Lift 
the print carefully and place it on the 
card in precisely the position required, 
Commence at one edge and gently press 
the print with a paper cutter, or, for 
lack of that, a silver knife. This will 
remove all air bubbles and cause the 
print to adhere firmly to the card. Some 
paper requires rolling and burnishing; 
this may be done at any time, but it is 
better to unie paper than does not need 
this nroc.aspi

THE IRON CHANCELLOR. 


PRINCE BISMARCK'S LIFE WAS ONE 
LONG COMBAT.

i*e.* Piet tiro of Germany’s Grand Old 
Man—From tlio Moment lie Kn to roil 
Public Xiifo lie Fought for Ills Views— 
llis Daily Habits Were Very Simple. 
A sketch of Bismarck when ho was 
in England has been left by the hand 
of an English statesman, then and af- 
j terward associated with him in the 
settlement of the affairs of Europe. 
“ Though not to be described as a 
handsome man,” says this limner, 
“ Bismarck’s countenance was strik­ 
ing; a brow of much intellectual de­ 
velopment and a massive jaw. 
He 
was tall, 
broad-shouldered, with a 
slender waist. 
His glance was pene­ 
trating and his smile a winning one. 
He was of an original, not to say ec­ 
centric turn of mind. 
He was a fa­ 
vorite iu English society, for he pos­ 
sessed every quality that there con­ 
duces to success. Of noble family and 
distinguished appearance, a dead shot 
and a consummate rider, he won the 
men. 
The iadies also approved of 
him as an excellent waltzer, while he 
mixed with a badinage gayly cynical a 
tono that could appeal more especially 
to theiii^cx.” 
At the same time he 
was fit tie subject to feminine beauty, 
and it has been repeatedly declared 
that throughout all his long life, no 
serious scandal with women ever at­ 
tached itself to his ñame. 
He hated 
clever women, though he acknowl­ 
edged that he was greatly charmed 
with Queen Victoria as one of “ the 
wisest stateswomen of the time.” 
“I 
am not at all fond of women who med­ 
dle with politics,” ho said on another 
occasion referring to Mine. Adam, 
“nothing can be more terrible than 
oloset intrigues which you cannot g<^t 
at and control.” 


It was in 1889 that the German peo­ 
ple were suddenly startled with the 
news of a most serious chancellor cri­ 
sis. 
Hitherto these so-called cri­ 
ses had always been created by a 
threat on the part of the Prince to re­ 
sign unless he had his own way—a 
threat which had always proved an ef­ 
fective measure in “getting his own 
way” with the old Emperor. 
But 
William II, the new and ambitious 
young sovereign, treated this threat as 
a worn out old formula, and then even 
went so far as to express astonishment 
when the Prince did not carry it put. 
The chancellor, hoist, so to speak, 
with his own petard, yielded to the 
inevitable, and laid down the trust 
that had so long been his. The oflicial 
“funeral,” the sudden termination to 
this grand and historical career of 
more than a quarter of a century, has 
been graphically described. 


To Friedrichsruh Prince Bismarck 
retired and, described by one of his 
visitors, “his life, as in the case of 
JliUther and Goethe, shows that it is 
just the domestic and family side 
which furnishes a suitable frame to 
the statesman’s picture. 
An atmos­ 
phere of serenity, tranquillity and 
grandeur pervades the rooms in which 
Prince Bismarck lives with his rela­ 
tives and friends, and in which he re­ 
ceives his countrymen from every part 
of the Fatherland.” 


The Bismarck of 1898 fully looked 
his age of eighty-three years, except 
for his wonderfully keen and pene­ 
trating eyes, which retained their old- 
time leonine and fiery gaze. 
The 
rest of the face was mummy-like and 
shrivelled. 
The skin was like parch­ 
ment, the grasp of his hand feeble and 
trembling, his voice shaky and tremu­ 
lous, and tho great body somewhat 
shrunken. 
But his mind showed no 
decay, and when he said something 
characteristically sarcastic or humor­ 
ous, those wondrous eyes of his would 
twinkle and shine. 


Practically up to the last hours of 
his life he maintained a keen interest 
in poltics, especially home politics. 
The last Reichstag elections, for in­ 
stance, claimed more of his attention 
than the war between Spain and the 
United otates. 
German politics, in­ 
tricate and involved as they are, he 
had at his fingers’ends. 
Tariff ques­ 
tions were his especial study. 


Every morning his secretary wont 
through the mass of newspapers and 
periodicals received, and blue pen­ 
cilled all articles which he believed 
would interest his chief. 


His daily habits were simple, ’ Ho 
was always a late riser and of recent 
years, owing to his inability to sleep 
until late at night, he often did not 
get up until 11 o’clock or later. 


In fine weather and with health per­ 
mitting, he would ride through tho 
^irge and beautiful forest on his es­ 
tate in tho early hours of the after­ 
noon. 
This was one of the great 
events at Friedrichsruh, the whole 
population gathering at the principal 
gate of his park to see him off and to 
cheer. 
But it had been some time 
since he was able to take this ride. 


Prisoner's Life in Mexico. 


The term of a prisoner in a Mexi­ 
can penitentiary is divided into three 
periods.

THE TORPEDO IN WAR. 


Its Disastrous Kflflect in an Encounter Off 
the Coast of Chili. 


One of the conspicuous elements of 
the torpedoes value is the fear which 
its use excites. 
The fact that its lo­ 
cation is secret and its attacks well- 
nigh irresistible gives it a power of 
intimidation out of all proportion to 
its actual potency and makes fleets un­ 
willing to face it. 
It caused terror 
and demoralization at the battle of 
Lissa,and later,in the Franco-German 
war of 1871, the French fleet was ac­ 
tually frightened out of Prussian ports 
by the rumor and belief that numer­ 
ous torpedoes had been planted for 
their reception. 
A striking instance 
of the effectiveness of the torpedo is 
found in the sinking of the Blanco 
Encalada in Chili from injuries thus 
inflicted' during the 
revolution of 
1891. 
The whole of President Bal- 
maceda’s fleet present had joined tho 
insurgents when suddenly his two 
swift torpedo vessels, the Lynch and 
Condell, arrived at Valparaiso. 
They 
were armed with two 14-pounder guns 
and four torpedo tubes. 
They imme­ 
diately attacked the Blanco Encalada, 
and the ironclad was taken completely 
by surprise. 
She had no protective 
net out, and no guard boats were'pa­ 
trolling, wlnle a portion of the crew 
was on shore. 
After two or three 
futile attempts the Lynch approached 
the Encalada within 
50 yards and 
discharged a torpedo, which struck 
the ironclad abreast the engine room. 
The explosion was tremendous. Many 
were killed, and the ship keeled over 
and sank in five minutes. 
The tor­ 
pedo used carried a charge of about 
50 pounds of guncotton. 
Neither of 
the attacking boats was injured, and 
this fact and the demonstration that 
such a charge of guncotton striking a 
vessel in a vital part is irresistible, 
combined to give to the torpedo a 
prominence in naval equipment and 
warfare which it had not before pos­ 
sessed.— Frank

To me the most interesting hour in 
the day in one of those antique towns 
is in the very early morning, when 
the place is just getting awake and 
the hucksters are coming in. 


These country people arrive in all 
sorts of ways for the daily market.

A four-team of these cattle and their 
great cart will alone block the aver­ 
age side street, so the country ox­ 
carts rarely get very far into town. 
When two of them meet there is an 
ably conducted debate on road rights 
and considerable native profanity, An 
ambulating haystack adds a pictur* 
esque touch to the scene and a breath 
from the fields.

horse under the load swings down the 
way the grass often 
brushes the 
houses on either side and crowds the 
footmen to the extremity of the eight- 
een-inch sidewalks.—Woman’s H o me 
Companion.

Since my arrival home 
from Camp Hamilton located at Lexing­ 
ton, Ky., I heard all kinds of reports con­ 
cerning the treatment of soldiers at 
Chickamauga, where the 5th Pa. Vol. 
was first located. 
So far as the 5th is 
concerned, the Commissary department 
of the army cannot be too highly praised. 
Wc received an abundance of wholesome., 
rations, promptly, and whenever rations 
may have been received that were not 
quite up to the standard, were promptly 
exchanged by the Ctimmissary depart­ 
ment when the fact was made known. 
The trouble some of the Regiments and 
Companies experienced in getting their 
rations was undoubtedly due to ignor­ 
ance in making out requisitions and in 
not promptly reporting any discrepan­ 
cies or poof quality of rations that may 
have been received. 
The Quartermasters 
Department of the army is also entitled 
to praise but the -medicine department I 
think was mismanaged. 
The sickness at 
Chickamauga was undoubtedly due to 
the bad climatic conditions, aggravated 
in many cases by a lack of observance of 
proper sanitary rules. The 5th Regiment 
camp was as clean as it was possible to 
barn and demolished th separator.

had camp imspcction daily. 
It seems to 


me that the government instead of mus- 
, tering out regiments loaded down with 


poor sick men, would do better to keep 
them in the service at some healthy 
northern camp until they i>re well and 
strong and enabled to work which they 
are not, at present. 
To put these sick 


men, many of them without a cent in the 
world, upon the community to battle for 
a living is a cruel thing and it is hoped 
the government will reconsider its deter­ 
mination of discharging them in their 
weak and emaciated condition. 
I am in­ 
clined to ascribe much of the difficulty to 
civilian unfamijiarity with the prescribed 
methods of army service required by law. 
It is quite possible that the rules have 
grown too complex for quick understand­ 
ing by a novice, and the question of what 
shouid be done to remove this evil de­ 
pends upon the decision of Congress, as 
to the future strength* of the army. 
If 
the established 
force is made large 
enough for our needs, we shall have in 
time a,corps of officers who understand 
their business. 
The 5th Regt. arrived at 
Camp Hamilton, Iv}r., our last camp, in a 
badly broken-up 
condition, suffering 
from the ills of Southern camp life, and 
a movement was started to have the Reg­ 
iment mustered out of the service, but 
the health of the members was soon re­ 
stored and there was not so much anxie­ 
ty to leave what the bovs called “God’s 
country.” 
The sickness among the botvs 
of our Regiment was not so very great 
when compared with other Regiments, 
yet. it was terrible and the tales that will 
be told of Camp life at Chickamauga, 
that would make one’s blood run cold. 
Our Regt. MTas delightfully located and 
the boys had nothing but words of praise 
for their treatment at the hands of the 
people of Lexington, and vicinity. The 
deportment of the 5th Regt. was gener­ 
ously commented upon by the large num­ 
ber of visitors, who, also said that they 
were a well-behaved body of men. 
Vis­ 
itors to Camp Hamilton always paid 
their respects to our regiment and never 
left without attending our dress parade, 
which they all said was an attractive 
feature of the evening program. 
Col. 
Burchfield, Lieut. Col. R. C. Elder and 
Majs. Kennedy and McNamara all look­ 
ed after the interests of the men in their 
charge, as did also Capt. Evan Russell, 
Captain of Co M, who did everything in 
his power for the health and comfort of 
his men, often neglecting his own com- 
fcrt in order to make theirs more pleas­ 
ant. 
There is not a man in the compa­ 
ny who would not lay down his life if 
necessary, for Capt. Russel), and it is this 
feeling between the officers and men 
which causes such fraternalism

Camp Pfeiffer. 


The 2nd Rcgt., W. Va. Vol., arrived 
here Monday noon, headed by the Regi­ 
mental Band, which is a good one, and 
marched to the old college ground within 
the borough limits where they pitched 
their tents and remained until 8 o’clock 
Tuesday morning when they pulled 
stakes and left for York. 


The regiment marched from Camp 
Meade last week to Gettysburg to do 
honor to the dedication exercises of the 
four monuments erected upon the battle­ 
field by the state of W. Va. 


The camp was named Camp Pfeiffer 
for the reason that Major J. C. Gluck of 
this regiment fought in tho same bri- 
ment with the Pfeiffer brothers of this 
place, who lost their lives in the late 
War of the Rebellion, and here the camp 
ground on the Pfeiffer estate was given 
them gratuitously. 


The regiment is under command of 
Colonel D. T. E. Castel, and the men 
who compose its ranks seem to be per­ 
fect gentlemen, of fine physique. One 
of the Orderly Sergeants is six feet six 
and there are a number of men in the 
regiment of about the same size. It is 
said that the company officers and men 
arc all under 28 years of age and that the 
age average for the regiment is lower 
than any regiment in the United States 
service. 


The regiment is composed of about 
1200 men of three battalions of four 
companies each. They came in light 
marching order, their blankets, overcoats 
and all equippage being transported in 
twenty-nine army wagons each drawn 
by four mules. In addition to the army 
wagons were six ambulances with two 
mules each, They will spend Wednes­ 
day and Thursday at the York fair and 
then return to Camp Meade.

HOW TO COMBAT THE CHINCH BUG. 
Professor Herbert Osborne and Mr. 


C. W. Mally have issued advance sheets 
of their article which will appear in 
Bulletin 32 of the Iowa Agricultural 
Experiment Station. The paper con- 
tains valuable suggestions about fight- 
ing chinch bugs. In 1894 the lasses 
from this source were practically con- 
fined to the southeast quarter of that 
State, and in this portion mainly to a 
region included in a row of two coun- 
ties on the eastern and southeastern 
border. In 1895 the area was some- 
what extended, but the most serious 
injuries occurred in the same coun- 
ties, with the addition of a part of 
Jackson County. It is interesting to 
note that the winter wheat area 
and the chinch bug area are almost 
identical. 
The authors give an ex- 


cellent account of remedies and pre- 
ventive measures. 
It is difficult to 


apply any one method to the control 
of an insect that can live on so many 
diflerent 
crops. 
Many believe 


that 
preventive measures 
are 


of little avail, and have abandoned the 
cultivation ot wheat, because they be- 
lieve that in this crop the insects 
multiply. 
There seems, however, 


scarcely any justification for this 
change unless other crops are more 
profitable. If proper attention is given 
to chinch bugs' seasons and to th< 
adoption of known preventive meas 
nres. the insect can be held within 
bounds. 
With a proper knowledge 


and the adoption of certain simple 
methods at the right time, wheat can 
be grown as a continuous crop on the 
same farm., an well os oats and corn. 
As a means of prevention, destroy al 
old rubbish, straw, cornstalks, etc. 
When the buga, appear iu limited 
areas, apply kerosene emulsion in 
sufficient quantities to destroy olc 
bugs and young larvse. It large areas 
are affected, plow under the crop and 
roll the field immediately. 
Decoy 


crops, such as wheat or barley, may 
be planted quite early, and bugs which 
collect on these early-sown grains may 
be killed by plowing under, or some 
similar process. 
Migration may he 


prevented by cutting such a crop of 
wheat or barley a little before "ma- 
turity, removing the crop and burning 
the Etubble as eoon as it is dry. Dusty 
furrows may be used when other means 
are not practicable. 
Plow a strip a 


few yards wide, and thoroughly pulver- 
ize this with a harrow. Then in this 
strip make two or three deep furrows, 
or a series of shallow ones, with elop- 
ing, dusty sides! The white fungus, 
or chinch bug disease, proved only 
partially successful last year, and it 
cannot be relied upon to check this 
pest to the exclusion of other well- 
known measures, which shall be dili- 
gently applied whenever necessary.— 
American Agriculturist

A system of r.nderdraining should 
be employed, so that the subsoil will 
hold more moisture for the use of the 
roots. 


Mice and Kat Plague. 


Mice and rats have caused great de- 


struction in certein localities of South- 
ern Russia during the past two years, 
and the remarkable invasion of the 
rodent army is the subject of a report 
just received at the Stats Department 
from Thomas E. Heenan, United 
States Consul at Odessa. The first ap- 
pearance of mice in great numbers was 
in the autumn of 1893, and their rapid 
increase is attributed to two successive 
good harvests, in consequence of which 
much grain remained in stocks until 
thrashed, and to the mildness of the 
.weather. There were thiea varieties 
of mice observed, the common bouse 
mouse, the common field mouse and 
another kind never previeusly noticed, 
having a long sharp nose. 
They 


ewarmed in houses and graneries, and 
in some places moved iii great num- 
bers like an army. Instances are cited 
by Mr. Heenan where they attacked 
animals and men. The rats were not 
BO numerous as the mice, but caused 
great destruction, even ruining build- 
ings. 


Every effort was made to stop the 


plague by the people living in the in- 
fested district, and finally Government 
aid was secured. The Department of 
Agriculture in June, 1894, sent Dr. 
Merezehkovski to one of the mice- 
ridden provinces to carry out experi- 
ments of exterminating the mice by 
means of the cultivation of the bae- 
cillns discovered by him. The results 
were excellent. Epidemic disease was 
generated among the rodents and now 
the plague uas ended. Similar exper- 
iments made by Doctors LoeSler and 
Lazare did not give such good results. 
—New York San.

CUBAN FORESTS, 


An Im m ense Amount of Valuablo Timber 
Laud in tho Island. 


Cuba still possesses sixteen million 
acres of virgin forest abounding in 
valuable timber, none of which is use­ 
ful as coarse construction lumber, 
while • nearly every foot would be 
salable in tho United States and bring 
high prices. 
Cuban mahogany and 
cedar are particularly well known in 
the United States. 
The mahogany is 
very hard and shows a handsome 
grain, and is preferred by many to 
any other variety in common use. 
The mometit Spain drops the reins of 
government in Cuba and trade rela­ 
tions 
are 
re-established with the 
States, there will be a movement both 
inward and outward of forest products 
which will have a beneficial effect up­ 
on the industry in both countries. 


First to feel the force of this move­ 
ment towards rehabilitating Cuba will 
be the lumbering interests of the 
south Atlantic and gulf coasts. 
Prior 
to three years ago they looked upon 
Cuba as an excellent outlet for the 
coarse end of the mill cuts, and since 
that market has been closed to permit 
the prosecution of a most hideous and 
revolting war, the coarser grades of 
yellow pine produced at coast poiuts 
have been marketed with great diffi­ 
culty and seldom at a profit. 
It is 
unfortunately true that Cuba will be 
unable to realize so promptly from a 
movement to re-establish her mahog­ 
any and cedar trade, for it is claimed 
by prominent operators that the in­ 
dustry has been so completely crippled 
by the ravages of war that a period of 
time running from twelve to eighteen 
months will be required before logs 
can be landed at ports in this country. 
It is hoped that all this may be ac­ 
complished without shedding an addi­ 
tional drop of blood. 
Prior to the 
war the annual net revenue of Cuba 
was $80,000,000. With peace restored 
it would hardly be better than $50,- 
000,000.—Lumbe. man’s Review. 


Heating: Capabilities of Wood. 


From time immemorial soft wood 
has been regarded as comparatively 
valueless for heating purposes. Hard 
wood has brought high prices and has 
been m much greater demand than 
soft, on account of this generally pre­ 
vailing notion. 
Experiments with 
woods of various sorts have demon­ 
strated that the linden, which is one 
of the softest of woods, gives tho 
greatest amount of heat. 
The value 
of other woods in their order, as as­ 
certained, is as follows: “Fir with 
0.99 heating pojiver; next follow tho 
elm and pine with 0.98; willow, chest­ 
nut and larch with 0.97; maple and 
spruce fir with 0.96; black poplar 
with 0.95; alder and white birch with 
0.94 only; then comes the hard oak 
with 0.92; tho locust and the white 
beech with 0.91, and tho red beech 
with 0.90. 
Hence hard wood heats 
the least.” 
It is one of the remark­ 
able facts of the day that so many 
theories that have been held for many 
years are fast giving way before the 
critical.analyses of science.

PONCE IS A METROPOLIS. 


FIRST CITY 
CAPTURED 
IN PORTO ’ 
RICO BY THE AMERICANS. 


In Population It Is tho I^nvgest Place on 


tho 
Island, but, Commercially, It Is 


Second In Importance to San Ju an —1» 
Probably tho H ealthiest Spot on Island, 
“ Military Notes on Porto Rico,’’pre­ 
pared by the war department for the 
information of the army, contains tho 
following description of Ponce: 


A city of 22,000 inhabitants, with a 
jurisdiction numbering 47,000, making 
it the most populous on tho island. It 
is situated on the south coast of the 
island, on a plain, about two miles 
from the seaboard. 
It is tho chief 
town of the judicial district of its 
name, and is seventy miles from San 
Juan. 
It is rogularly built, the cen­ 
tral part almost exclusively of brick 
houses and tho suburbs of wood. 
It 
is tho residence of the military com­ 
mander, and tho seat of an official 
chamber of commerce. 


There is an api^ollate criminal court, 
besides other courts; two churches, 
one Protestant, said to be the only 
one in tho Spanish West Indies, two 
hospitals besides the military hospital, 
a homo of refuge for old and poor, 
two cemeteries, three asylums, several 
casinos, three theatres, a market, a 
municipal public library, three first- 
class hotels, three barracks, a park, 
gas works, a perfectly equipped fire 
department, a bank, thermal and nat­ 
ural baths, etc. 


Commercially, Ponce is the second 
city of importance on the island. 
A 
fine road leads to the port (Playa), 
where all the import and export trade 
is transacted. 
Plava has about 5000 
inhabitants, and here are situated the 
custom house, the office of the cap­ 
tain of the port, and all the consular 
offices. 
The port is spacious and will 
hold vessels of twenty-five feet draft. 


The climate, on account of the sea 
breezes during the day and land 
breezes at night, is not oppressive, 
but hot and dry ; and, as wfater for all 
purposes, including the fire depart­ 
ment, is amply supplied by ail aque­ 
duct 4442 yards long, it is said that 
the city of Ponce is perhaps the health­ 
iest place in the whole island. 
There 
is a stage coach to San Juan, Maya- 
guez, Guayama, etc. 
There is a rail­ 
road to Yauco, a postoffice and a tele­ 
graph station. 


It is believed that Ponce w*as founded 
in 1600 ; it was given the title of villa 
in 1848, and in 1877 that of city. 
Of 
its thirty-four streets the best are 
Mayor, Salud, Villa, Vives, Marina, 
and Comercio. 
The best squares aro 
Principal and Las Delicias, which are 
separated by the church of Nuestra 
Señora de Guadalupe. 
The church, 
as old as the town itself, began to be 
reconstructed in 1838 aud was finished 
in 1847. 
It is eighty-six yards long 
by forty-three broad and has tw?o stee­ 
ples, rich altars, and fine ornaments. 
The Protestant church is of gothic 
architecture, of galvanized iron out­ 
side aud wood within; it was built in 
1874. 


The town hall, which also serves as 
a jail, is a good two-story building of 
masonry, and was finished in 1877. 
There are two barracks, one for in­ 
fantry, with a capacity for 700 men, 
and another for cavalry. 
The former 
was constructed in 1849 and is two 
stories high, while the latter is a one- 
story structure belonging to the muni­ 
cipal council. 


The military hospital, of masonry, 
is situated on Castillo street, and has 
a capacity for seventy patients. 
The 
smallpox and pestilential hospitaln-are 
more simple and are situated outside ! 
the city limits. 
The albergue de Tri- 
cocho (hospital) was built with money 
left by Valentin Tricoche for this pur­ 
pose in 1863. 
It is in the northern 
part of the town, is built of masonry 
on the doric order, with a porch sup- 
ported by doric columns. 
It has a 
capacity for sixty persons. 


The Damns asylum is built of ma­ 
sonry, with an elegant porch, iron 
gate and garden at its entrance. 
It is 
maintained by money left by various 
persons and by other charitable means, 
aud will accommodate twelve men and 
twelve women, having besides four 
beds designed for sick seamen. 


The theatre is called the Pearl aud 
it deserves this name, for it is the 
finest on the island. 
It has a sculp­ 
tured porch, on the Byzantine order, 
with graceful columns. 
It is mostly 
built of iron and marble and cost over j 
70,000 pesos. 
It is fifty-two yards 
deep by twenty-nine wide. 
The in­ 
side is beautiful, tho boxes and seats I 
roomy and nicely decorated. 
It may, 
by a mechanical arrangement, be con­ 
verted into a dancing hall, 
• 


About one and one-eighth miles i 
northeast of the town are the Quin­ 
tana thermal baths, in a building sur- 1 
rounded by pretty gardens, 
They are 
visited by sufferers from rheumatism ■ 
and various other diseases. 


The city of Ponce proper has no 
military defenses, but in the hills to j 
the north of the town a series of earth ^ 
iutrenchuients have lately been con­ 
structed, 
West of Police, wheio the 
railroad and military road touch the 
shore, earthworks have been con­ 
structed to guard this strategic point, : 
There are about thirty mountain how­ 
itzers in Ponce available for defense 
of the city and the railroad.

Report That He Is Investigating 
Through Secret Agents, 


WASHINGTON. April 7»—Tho hoiiao yes- 
tordny ndoptnd tho conforonco ixsporfe on 
the Cubiiu resolutions by a voto of 314 to 
27, fttid passed tho river and harbor bill 
under suspension of tho rules, after a 
lively debate of forty minutes, by a vote 
of 216 to 40. The report ou the Cuban res- 
olutions had bt^ou debated Friday and 
Saturday. 
Eighteen 
Republicaus 
and 
nine Demooraia voted against tho report. 
After the most determined opposition of 
those opposed to tho recoiîuition of the 
insurgents in tho senate and house thore 
wore but teu moro votes against the re- 
port than ascainst tho original resolutions. 
TIio former vote vras 203 to 17, By its ac- 
tion tho house agreed, to tho senate reso- 
lutions, and disposes of the Cuban ques- 
tion for tho presout. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—li is reported on 
apparently ^ood authority tJiat President 
Cleveland has taken stops to inform him- 
self tts to tho exact condition of affairs in 
Cuba, and has sent secret agents to tho 
island to nscerfcain -wiiether tlie claims of 
the insurgents as to their establishment of 
a government and their militiiry progress 
are true. It is said that the president de- 
sires to supplement tho consular reports 
by tho reports of special agents as to cer- 
tain phases of the situation. 


The concurrent resolutions were deliv- 
ered to Private Secretary Thurber yes*^or- 
day by Mr. Piatt, one of the executive 
clerks of tho senate. 
Later in the day 
they were sent to tho state department, as 
the law requires that such resolutions 
shall bo printed in tho book of laws an- 
nually published by the .department. 


Secretary Olney was closeted with the 
president for several hours yesterday, and 
it is given out that they were engaged on 
a special message on the Cuban question. 
It will give tlie information demanded by 
tho inquiry resolution of Senator Hoar, 
and will probably contain a defense of the 
president's position in regard to tho Cu- 
ban rebellion. 


RepreseuOativo McCroary, of Kentucky, 
who was chairman of tho foreign affairs 
commitfceo o£ the house in the Fifty-sec- 
ond anrf Fifty-third congresses, speaking 
to an Associated Press reporter as to the 
probable action of tho president on tho 
Cuban resolutions, said: 


Cioveland throughoufc his public 
career has shown a disposition to investi- 
gate for himself all important public ques- 
tions. While I have no doubt, that ho will 
show great respect for the expression of 
the senate and house of ropresentacivos in 
favor of the recognition of the Cuban in- 
surgents as belligerents, after all that was 
simply an expression—it is true by an 
overwhelming majority of tho representa- 
tives of the people, but action and respon- 
sibility are for him. 


"I have no doubt ho has put himself in 
a position to secure accurate information 
as to the true conditlon.of affairs. He has 
ample means at his disposal for such an 
investigation, and that such an investiga- 
tion will 1)0 made or is now in progrès« I 
entertain no sort of doubt. Unon its re- 
sult, taken in connection with tho ex- 
pressed opinion of congress, he will act." 


Asked as to wJiether ho believed that 
Mr. Cleveland had sent an agent to Cuba 
Mr, McCre¿vry declined to commit him- 
self. When shown the report to this ef- 
fect ho said: *»That may be simply a guess. 
No authority is given, and such a mission 
would, of course, be secret." 


Jtole Valuable Faoknires \Vhll« Kmploy«d 
as a Postoftloe 01«rk. 


NKW 
YORK, April 8.—Becoming om- 
boldened by tho euccossf ul theft of a bushel 
, cf foreign stamps from tho 
packages 
' wliich in tho course of his duties ho han- 
' died as a clerk in tho second division of 
' tho foreign mail dopartment in tho gon- 
ot-al postoffico of this city, Timothy C. 
. Mahoney devolopi^d into a crafty roguo of 
moro valuable things. Tho contents of 
the packages which came into his Sands 
he soon discovered paid him bettor, and 
i oonld be appropriated with as much oixso 
as tho stamps on tho outsido which had 
carried them from all parts of tho world, 
i By his method Mahoney plundered a*thou- 
sand or moro incoming and outgoing 
packages before Chief Postoflico Inspector 
John E. Ashe and his 'assistants suo- 
ceoded in discovering his modus operandi. 
Yesterday the dishonest postal employe 
was practically detected in the act of rob- 
bing tho mails and when oonfiwtod with 
the damaging ovidonco found in his pos- 
session admitted the wrongdoing, which 
ho said had been going on since last fall. 
In tho furnished room 'which Mahoney 
rented on Houry street was found an as- 
sortment of silk 
handkerchiefs, 
small 
articles of jewelry and a miscellaneous 
collection, including prayer books, rosary 
beads and scapulars, which represenced a 
hundred or moro robberies. Eleven pawn 
tickets for gold and silver watches, ear- 
rings, chains and pins explained tho man- 
ner in which the robber disposed of tho 
proceeds of his crimes. His only excuse for 
stealing tho presents which had been sent 
from distant friends both here and abroad 
was that ho was only getting 
a year 
salary, andUiad to do something to live. 


The prisoner, when arraigned before 
United 
¿States 
Commissioner 
Shields, 
waived examination and was committed 
to Ludlow street jail in default of $¿,000 
bail. 


Schoolhouso Dcstroytid by Dynamite. 
BELLEFONTK, Pa., April 8.—The little 
township of Curtin, about twelve miles 
from here, is in a turmoil of excitement 
over the burning and blowing up by dynar 
mite of the district schooihouso. 
Bad 
feeling was aroused about two years ago 
over the selection of a site for tho school- 
house, and the courts had to decide tho 
matter. 
One faction was still dissatisfled, 
and early yesterday morning about twenty 
men and boys set tJie building on lire. 
Tho other faction was soon on the scone 
and tried to quench the flames. Tho in- 
cendiaries were, however, hiding in the 
woods, and while some of theli enomiea 
were in tho burning building they threw 
dynamite on the roof. Tho building was 
completely demolished, and those inside 
narrowly escaped with tiieir lives. 
Tho 
two factions then engaged in a pitched 
battle in the darkness, and some of tho 
participants were badly cut.

TTood for Resisting Fires, 


A report from Consul Piobertson on 
the free port system of Hamburg, just 
IDublished by the State Department, 
contains the curious item of informa- 
tion that in the great new warehouses 
constructed in the German port wood 
is being substituted for iron to secure 
better protection against fire. 
These 
buildings were originally provided 
with iron beans and girders, bub when 
one of them was burned some j'eara 
ago it was found that the iron had 
been bo bent and twisted by the heat 
as to become a source of great danger 
to the adjoining structures. 
"In all 
the warehouses, therefore, which havo 
since been built," observes Mr. Kobert- 
son, "it has been deemed advisable to 
substitute wao'l for iron as much as 
possible." Probably a heavy wooden 
beam, imbedded in some non-conduct- 
ing material that would exclude the 
air, would be as nearly iireproof as 
anything except brick or stone, 
it 
might be charred on tho outside, but 
the interior would probably remain 
sound in any ordinary heat. 
It is a 
curious speculation to imagine what 
would have happened if tho present 
method of construction in Chicago had 
been in vogue before the great fire, 
A twenty-iive-story, steel-cage build- 
ing warping into a corkscrew and bor- 
ing a hole in the sky would be a spec- 
tacle worth going miles to see.

A Resoluto Spirit Knablcd Ilim to 
Conquer a AVIldcrness—His Vast 
Possessions and (5rcat Inüueucc. 


NOCH E^IORY, tho merchant 
iDrinco of the great Amur re- 
^ gion of Siberia, is a living ex- 
ample of what may be achieved 
by an American boy gifted with pluck, 
grit, entrgy and enterprise. 


The story of his rise from a humble 
boyhood in a Massachusetts country 
. village to ft position of vast and com- 
manding influence in the Czar's Asi- 
atic dominions may be an incentive to 
some of our youth to-day to "be up 
and stirring" and on the sharp look- 
out for the opportunities that are con- 
stantly prcsentingthomselvesand then 
flitting away forever. 


Arthur A. Smith and Thomas Free- 
man, of the shipping and commission 
house of Freeman, Smith k Co., of 
San Francisco, each had a hand in 
shaping the destiny of young Emory, 
although thoy did not begin to foresee 
such results as the years havo brought 
with reference to the beardless boy 
they started out on tho path to famo 
and fortune. 
Both Freeman and 
Smith were Bostonians before tbey 
launched in business ou the shores of 
tho Pacific. 
Shortly after the Civil 
War they established themselves at the 
seaport of Nikolaevsu, at the mouth 
of the Amur River in Siberia, ship- 
ping goods thither from America, and 
engaging in a general supply trade 
with the settlements along the river 
above mentioned and its tributaries. 


In the year 18G8 both members of 
tho firm returned to this countrv on a 
visit, 
"combining 
business 
with 
pleasure," as the common saying goes. 
While m Boston they met a mutual 
old friend in the person of a Mr. Em- 
ory. 
The latter was accompanied by 
bis son, Enoch, a lad of ten years. 
The Emorys resided in a little town 
on Cape Cod. 
Tho tale of wealth in a 
comparative wilderness on the other 
side of the world was listened to with 
avidity by tho youth, and he had no 
sooner reached home than he begged 
permission of his parents to go along 
with Messrs. Freeman and Smith to 
Siberia.

his coat was pulled by a little fellow 
carrying a small bundle of things tied 
in a handkerchief. 
It was Enoch 
Emory, 


"What?" cried Smitb, laughingly. 
"Are you all ready for sea?" 
An af- 
firmative 
response followed. 
"And 
are those all the things you have 
brought with you?*' queried the mer- 
chant. 


"Well," explained Enoch, "I hadn't 
time to get very much together. 
Had 
I delayed just a few minutes longer I 
should have missed the train, and then 
I couldn't catch the ship." 


"Didn't Mr. Freeman write to you 
several weeks ago, though?" urged 
Mr. Smith. 


Then Enoch unfolded a tale of ma- 
ternal interest and devotion, and of 
words that were spoken too soon for 
the realization of a mother's fond de- 
sign. 


"Tho letter came," saidEnoch, "but 
mother saw it first and suspecting 
what was in it, she read the contents 
and hid it away. 
The letter was kept 
a secret until she thoughtthetime had 
passed to make it of any use to me, 
and only this very morning did she 
hand it to me. 
Mother thought it 
best I shouldn't go, but I told her 1 
was resolved, and so I snatched up 
these few trai)s and bidding tho folks 
good-by, ran for the train." 


"Do you knew how long it takes to 
go to Siberia?" asked Smith. 


"No, sir." 
"Seventy-five days. 
That handker- 
chief full of duds will hardly do. 
And 
then it gets mighty cold there some- 
times." 


Enoch had not given these matters 
any thought, and Mr, Smith took him 
up town, bought a whole outfit, put 
the boy aboard ship, and told him 
they would next meet at Nikolaevsk, 


"We gave the youngster a clerkship 
at the seaport," said Mr. Smith a few 
days ago. 
"Freeman and 1 were not 
much in love with Siberia, and in 
1870 we decided to come to San Fran- 
cisco and do business with the Asiatic 
country through a trusted 
agent. 
Enoch Emory proved to be just the 
kind of a man we wanted, and we left 
him in charge at NikolaevsK. 
In 1872 
Enoch made a proposition to us, aud 


we accepted it. By its terms wc trans- 
ferred our Siberian interests to tho 
boy we shipped from Boston as a clerk 
only four years previous. 


*Twenty-four years have passed» 
and to-day the firm of Freeman, Smith 
& Oo. is the San Francisco agency of 
Enoch Emory, of Moscow, Russia.'" 


To-day Enoch Emory is one of tho 
financial princes of the empire of tho 
Czar. 
Ho draws his supplies from all 
parts of Europe and America, and his 
business extends 
in all directions 
through not only the Amur region, but 
throughout tho 3,000,0U0 and more of 
square miles of eastern Siberia. 
JSe 
has trading posts at intervals for over 
2000 miles along tho Amur and its 
tributaries and a veritable army of 
agents. 


Seldom it is that somo vessel of 
Emory's is not loading or unloading 
at his long wharf at Nikolaevsk, on 
the Gulf of Amur. 
He supplies whole 
settlements with 
anything desired, 
from a pm to a locomotive. 
During 
the past twenty years he has made as 
many as nineteen trips from Moscow 
to the distant coast of the Okhotsk 
Sea. 


Mr. Emory furnishes supplies whole- 
sale to the Russian Government, and 
his interests include o big share in the 
mammoth enterprise of the Siberian 
railway, which when completed will 
cover a distanco of 7000 miles. 
And 
as Siberia develops in population and 
wealth the fortune of Enoch Emory 
will increase in magnitude, and Bar- 
ney Barnato's present lordly pile may 
some day look small alongside tho 
golden possessions of the Yankee boy 
who started out to conquer a Siberian 
wilderness with the backing of a reso- 
lute will and a go-ahead spirit, and 
with just baggage enougti to fill a 
handkerchief.—San Francisco Call. 


Too Mary Horse llhles. 


Tho hide of the horse has always 
been valuable for making ladies' fine 
shoes and thongs for belt-lacing. 
It 
is much finer than the hide of the 
beef, and when split makes a very fine 
and soft leather. 
A few years ago the 
market could not get enough of them. 
That was in the days when a horse 
was a horse, and worth something, 
before the electric motor drove him 
from the street car service. 
As high 
as §5 was paid for a good hide, and it 
was a very poor one that would not 
bring $2.50. 
But as the horse got 
cheaper and the advocate of horseflesh 
as food was reinforced by the butcher 
who could palm it oS for beef, things 
slowly began to change. 
Prices went 
down steadily, until now it takes a 
No. 1 hide to bring §1.50, while fair 
ones go for fifty cents and the poorer 
ones are thrown away. 
The consump- 
tion of horsertesh in Europe, partic- 
ularly in Paris, seems to have in- 
creased wonderfully, judging from the 
heavy importation of hides to this 
country, while in this country it is 
said there is n j t a large city where 
tho horse is not slaughtered for the 
market and sold either openly or 
secretly. 
The meat-canning establish- 
ments are also credited with using a 
great many 
broken-down animals. 
Thus, while tho beef hide market has 
its fluctuations and dnys of glut and 
scarcity, the horse hide market is 
completely stagnated, and there does 
not seem to be any possible hope for 
a revival of it.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


Elcphauls Killed iur Ivory. 


One-fifth of the world's commerce 
in ivory comes to Great Britain, and 
it will astonish most people to learn 
that 15,000 elephants have to be killed 
every year to keep our markets sup- 
plied with the ijrecious substance. 
Altogether, to keep the whole world 
in ivory—apart from fossil tusks—75,- 
OUO elephants are slaughtered annu- 
ally. 


Africa is the great ivory country, 
aud in the Congo basin, the best hunt- 
ing ground there are supposed to be 
about 200,00.) elephants, worth alto- 
gether about half a million sterling. 
The average weight of ivory obtained ^ 
from a single elephant is about fifty 
pounds. 
Tusks weighing about a hun- 
dred pounds each hava been procured, 
but this is very rare. 


The most expensive tusks ftre thoso 
UFed in the manufacture of billiard 
balls; they cost, as a rule, §550 a 
hundred-weight. 


Ivory dust and shavings are used by 
confectioners to stifien the more ex- 
pensive kinds of jellies. 
Tho scrap- 
pings are often burnt and made into 
a paint known as "ivory black," worth 
about SlOO a ton. 


Tho hardest of all ivory is that ob- 
tained from the hippopotamus. 
It 
will emit sparks like a piece of flint 
when struck with steel, and ia prinoi 
pally used in making artificial teeth 
—Answers, 


Uerlvatioii ol Wlilskers. 


The word whiskers is derived from 
whisk, and the Anglo-Saxon wisoh, 
which means a slight brnsh, Leppthaw. 
a century ago the expression was un- 
heard of the whiskers as well as the 
mustache being spoken of as part of 
the beard. It waionly when the latter 
was divided, and the true whiskers dis- 
appeared as well, that their name was 
changed to the mutton chop jjart of 
tho beard left on the cheek.

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HOW 
TO COMBAT THE CHINCH BUG. 


Professor Herbert Osborne and Mr. 
C. W. Mally have issued advance sheets 
of their article which will appear in 
Bulletin 32 of the Iowa Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 
The paper con- 
tains valuable suggestions about fight- 
ing chinch bugs. 
In 1894 the bsses 
from this source were practically con- 
fined to the southeast quarter of that 
State, and iu this joortion mainly to a 
region included in a row of two coun- 
ties on the eastern and southeastern 
border. 
In 1S95 the area -was some- 
what extended, but the most serious 
injuries occurred in tho same coun- 
ties, w*ith the addition of a part of 
Jackson Count}', 
It is interesting to 
note 
that the winter 
wheat area 
and tbe chinch bug area are almost 
identical. 
The authors give an ex- 
cellent account of remedies and pre- 
ventive measures. 
It is difficult to 
apply any one method to the control 
of an insect that can live on so many 
difterent 
crops. 
Many 
believe 
that 
preventive 
measures 
are 
of little avail, and have abandoned the 
cultivation of wheat, because they be- 
lieve that in this crop the 
insects 
multiply. 
There 
seems, 
however, 
scarcely any justification 
for 
this 
change unless other crops are more 
profitable. If proper attention is given 
to chinch bugs' seasons and to the 
adoption of knora preventive meas- 
ures, tbe insect can be held within 
bounds. 
With a projier knowledge 
and the adoption of certain simple 
methods at the right time, wheat can 
be grown as a continuous crop on tho 
same farm^ as well as oats and corn. 
As a means of prevention, destroy all 
old rubbish, straw, cornstalks, 
etc. 
When the bugs , aj^pear iu limited 
areas, apply kerosene emulsion iu 
sufficient quantities to destroy old 
bugs and young larvas. 
Il largo areas 
are affected, plow under the crop and 
roll tbe field immediately. 
Decoy 
crops, such as wheat or barley, may 
be planted quite early,and bugs which 
collect on these early-sown grains may 
be killed by plowing under, or some 
similar process. 
Migration may be 
prevented by cutting such a crop of 
wheat or barley a little before "ma- 
turity, removing the crop and burning 
tbe stubble as soon as it is dry. Dusty 
furrows may be used when other means 
are not practicable. 
Plow a strip a 
few yards wide, and thoroughly pulver- 
ize this wiih u harrow. 
Then in this 
strip make two or three deep furrows, 
or a series of shallow ones, with slop- 
ing, dusty sides! 
The white fungus, 
or obinch bug disease, proved only 
partially successfnl last year, and it 
cannot bo relied upon to check tbie 
pest to the exclusion of other well- 
known measures, which shall bo dili- 
gently applied whenever necessary,— 
American Agriculturist.

Mice and Hat Tla^ue. 


Mice and rats have caused great de- 
struction in certain localities of South- 
ern Russia during the past two years, 
and the remarkable invasion of the 
rodent army is the subject of a report 
just received at the State Department 
from 
Thomas E, 
lleenan. 
United 
States Consul at Odesmi, 
The first ap- 
pearance of mice in ;?reat numbers was 
in the autumn of 18i)3, and their rapid 
increase is attributed to two successive 
good harvests, in consequence of which 
much grain remained in stocks until 
thrashed, and to the mildness of the 
jsyeather. 
There were thtee varieties 
of mice observed, the common house 
mouse, the common field mouse and 
another kind never previously noticed, 
having a long 
sharp nose. 
They 
swarmed in houses and graneries, and 
in some places moved in great num- 
bers like an army. Instances are cited 
by Mr. Heenan where they attacked 
animals and men. 
The rats were not 
fio numerous as the mice, but caused 
great destruction, even ruining build- 
ings. 


Every efFort was made to stop the 
plague by the people living in the in- 
fested district, and finally Government 
aid was secured. 
The Department of 
Agriculture in June, 189i, sent Dr. 
Merezehkovtfki to one of the mice- 
ridden provinces to carry out experi- 
ments of exterminating the mice by 
means of the cultivation of the bac- 
cillus discovered by him. 
The results 
were excellent 
Epidemic disease was 
generated among the rodents and now 
the plague uas ended. 
Similar exper- 
iments made by Doctors Loeiiler and 
Lazare did not give such good results. 
—Now York Sun.

The mathematicians figure on every- 
thing nowadays, from the number of 
leaves in a given extent of forest to 
the probable number of molecules of 
matter that it takes to make up the 
universe. 
One of the most curious 
calculations which we have met with 
recently is one in which a Germau 
professor gives figures to show the 
number of gallons of water in the Pa- 
cific Ocean, 
He lirsb considered the 
average depth and then the average 
length and breadth, and then throws 
the whole into a equare and tho square 
into a globe. He finds that this aque- 
ous globe would be exactly 726 miles 
in diameter. Next he considers ocean 
v/ater as weighing ten pounds to the 
gallon, and linds tUat his immense 
sphere, were it hollow metal globe, 
would hold 200,uu0,000,0u0,u0j (two 
hundred trillions) of gallons! 
Those 
figures represent the number of gal- 
lons of water now in the largest divi- 
sion of the earth's seas. It would take 
that amount of water more than a 
million years to pour over the preci- 
pice at Niagara,—St. Louis Bepublic.
